confronting both branch and deal- 
er organizations. 

The general sales manager's prob- 
lem is to market the output of his 
| factory He accomplishes this 
either through factory - owned 





branches or through distributors | 


and dealers—through distributors 
and dealers wherever possible. If 
it is impossible to secure a distrib- 
utor and the city is large enough, he 
opens a factory branch. 

The branch manager’s problem is 


If at the end of the 
year he has hit his quota and breaks 
even, or should he even take a small 
loss, he has been successful and is 
retained. If-he fails, he is replaced 
by a new manager. Of all the fac- 
tory-owned branches in the city of 
Philadelphia, I believe there are 
only three which have been under 
the same management during the 
past five years. This turnover is 
not conducive to stability, as each 
change of management brings with 
it a change in personnel. This,_in 
turn, a change in clientele, and, as 
each change of personnel creates 
lack of confidence and as confi- 
dence inspires all sales, there is sure 
to be a falling off in orders. 

The dealer or distributor, unlike 
the factory branch, must more than 
just break even. He must make 
money and at the same time combat 
factory branch competition. How is 
he to do this? It can be done and 
is being done. To prove it, there are

HIS issue of The Automotive Daily News is taken up 

primarily with developments this year in the motor 
truck division of the automotive industry. It is peculiarly 
fitting, then, that we should consider in this department 
the present condition and prospects of the commercial 
transport branch of our industry. 

In common with every other industry and division, com- 
mercial vehicle manufacturers felt the force of last year’s 
recession. After ten months of phenomenal progress and 
activity, the truck industry felt the reaction in November, 
1929. For the first time during the year production fell 
below the 50,000 mark. The drop below was not a long one, 
more than 48,000 units being turned out by our factories. In 
December the full force of the cyclone hit the commercial 
vehicle division. Production dropped 20,000 under 
November, the total being what seemed, after preceding 
record months, the alarming one of only 28,000 units. 

It is in the rapid upturn of the production curve be- 
ginning with the first month of 1930 that the truck industry 
can find its reason for a hopeful outlook on the coming 
months. In January, 1930, the production of commercial | 
motor vehicles touched 38,000 in the United States and we 
have just seen the February figures with their encouraging 
total of 48,000 units for the short month.

Obviously, motor truck sales must depend rather! 
closely on general business conditions. As the year proceeds | 
and general business shows the progress that is expected of | 
it, the truck business will keep step with this development. | 
As a matter of fact, progress in the truck field is more 
closely allied with that of general business than that in the 
passenger car division. 

In another part of this issue, many readers of this | 
newspaper whose interests are centered in the commercial | 
car division of the industry, have given us their opinions of | 
conditions as they see them. There is a hearty undertone | 
of optimism in these, which all our readers will be glad to 
note. If the motor truck industry does not break records 
in 1930 it will at least work out a very satisfactory and 
profitable twelve months. 


Heavy Taxes 


N 1928 there were 34,568 common carrier motor buses 
over state and local roads, other than city streets. These 
paid a total special tax amounting to an average of $447 
per vehicle. The average run of these buses was 7.90 miles. 
In the same year the cost of maintaining these state 
and local roads averaged $138.79 per mile. This gives us a 
ct aaa cost for the 7.90 mile bus route of about 
It does not need much higher mathematics to see that 
with the individual bus paying an average of $447 in special 
taxes, it is contributing more than 40 per cent. to the ex- 
pense of maintaining the roads over which it runs. A bus 
line averaging three buses would pay in more than the 
entire cost of maintenance. 
By the end of 1980 the special taxes levied on common 
carrier buses of this type will average nearly $600. 
We doubt whether many other forms of public utility 
pay any higher proportionately for the mere privilege of 
eing.

Replacements Fleet Owner’s Problem 


daptability to Interchange 
Of Work Is Called Essential

EING engaged in both the genera] hauling business for 
hire and in the moving and storage of household goods, 


‘our problems perhaps differ 


somewhat from a concern using 


rucks in only one line of employment. 


Take, for example, the selection 
and training of drivers. We must 
find men who are capable of 
adapting themselves to the inter- 
change of work. They are hard 
to find and to break in. We do 
not hire any chauffeurs or driv- 
Our 


plan is to get the right kind of 
men, train them carefully for our 
purposes and then keep them. 
How successfully we have been 
doing this is evidenced by the 
fact that some of our employees 
have been with us for twenty 
years and we have placed no new 
men at work steadily for four or 
five years. We pay our drivers 
well and provide them with good 
working conditions. 

Of course, we have new an‘ 
again tried out new applicants, but 
we have found that the main trou- 
ble with the ordinary man seekin 
the job is laziness. inexperience, 01 
both. Some may be very energetic 
for a week or two, but soon appear 
to lose enthu:s and this ty 
we have to let go. On the whole 
however, our driver turnover ha 
been very small. We use no helpers 
on our trucks exec ‘pt. when a new 
man being tried out, he acts as 
a helper for a coven length of tim 
before being trusted alone with 
truck. We employ both white anc 
colored men There is no prefer- 
ence as to whether they are married 
or single, but we do not like to put 
on a new man who is more thin 
35 years old. Our drivers must be 
strong and active for obvious rea- 
sons, but they must be old enough 
to have judgement and carefulness 
well developed. 

We carry liability insurance. and 
we have not had an accident in two 
years. which latter fact tends to 
show our drivers are above the aver- 
are. 

Not only must ou 
to shift from locai to 
general hi: 1 work 
of these classifications 
van, but. as we maint2in 
a mixed fleet. divided among five 
makes — Packards. Pierce - Arrow: 
Macks. Dodges and G. M. C.’s—they 
must be able to drive properly any 
unit in the group. While our kind 
of business is ‘spotty’ at times, call- 
ing into use only a few units or a 
considerable number, according to 
season or demand, we have no 
trucks regularly held in reserve. but 
use them all. The units range from 
one-ton to five-ton capacity, and 
the bodies from screen-side box 
types to those of stake and van de- 
scriptions. We also have a five-ton. 
two-wheel Fruehauf trailer. Our 
general hauling is charged for on an 
hourly basis. and our moving is 
charged for by the job, according to 
estimate. We do no contract work 
In the moving line we are busiest 
in the months of May and October 
There is usually a falling off in 
July, and in winter business is apt 
to be dull. In moving work, espe- 
cially. must new business is secured 
by pleasing a customer, who then 
recommends the concern to hi 
friends. 

Our operations are considerably 
varied. While the bulk of our 
hauling work is local, with a great 
deal of it done for textile mills in 
the northesst district of the city. 
our lorig-distance hauls have ex- 
tended to Boston, points in Ohio 
and even to Canada. It is not 
uncommon for our trucks to cover 
a radius of 400 or 500 miles. 

We have overcome considerable of 
our chief mechanical difficulty—the 

breaking of springs—through equip- 
ping 50 ner cent. of our trucks with 
pneumatic tires. The other 50 per 
cent. run’on solid tires. We are 
standardizing on Firestone tires for 
our newer, high compression- 
motored units. Now, as all-hauling 
men know, the main reason for 
breaking springs is simply overload- 
ing the trucks; but given units 
equivped with pneumatic tires, the 
regulations are such that this can- 
not be done to the same extent as 
with solid tires and there is less 
temptation io overload. Hence, 
spring breakage is reduced on the 
trucks having pneumatic tires and

Of course. general wear and tear 
caused by bad roads—especially de- 
tours—has a tendency to make

,in general the roads we travel are 
| very much better than they used to 
|be. In going to Baltimore in the 
early days of our business, we even 
had to ford small streams, to say 


nothing of running over roads filled 
with depressions and bumps. Where- 
as it now takes a truck about three 
and one-half hours to run to New 
York, it formerly required eight or 
nine hours. We used to govern our 
trucks to run at the rate of fifteen 
miles an hour. Now they are gov- 
erned to run from inirty-five to 
forty miles an hour. 

Pneumatic tires, in short, have 
helped to speed up our deliveries 
and to cut down general wear and 
tear ¢n the vehicles, including 
sprink breakage, on which item 
we spent more money in a year 
than for any other mechanical 
trouble. 

Our mechanical problem next in 
importance to spring breakage has 
been ignition trouble. Here, again, 
wear and tear from bad roads in 
detours has been a considerable fac- 
tor, although other causes, such as 
faulty battery, condenser defects 
and what-not have lent their inilu- 
ence to the situation. This has not 
been fully overcome, but in so far as
